oxi^  2.aying  waste  of  forest  land^  Forest  Officers 
mark  every  tree  which  is  to  be  cut,,  always  making 
certain  tl^t  enough  trees  are  left  to  seed  the 
ground  for  new  cropSo  The  purchasers  of  National 
Forest  timber  are  required  to  take  extreme 
precautions  against  damaging  young  trees  and 
against  starting  any  fires  from  logging  operations
